The Dny of the Dediention of the Noldiers’
Monnment —The Town Alive with People
Prepurations for the Tmpressive Ceremony.

dedioation tukes place. The day opens auspi-

clously, rather cloudy, to be sure, but cool and
pleasant.
The Cemetery Thronged,

At #n early hour the strects were alive with
people, and long before the hour at which the
epeeches began the cemetery was crawiled.

The Soldiers’ Monmment,

The monument, which now stands almost coms
plete, and avout which to-day is gathered such
o dense and intervsted throng of people, is
probably the most imposing memento of the
Inte ¢ivil war of any now in the coumtry, Its
cost will not full shart of Q_.’Ill.ﬂfmunllhnn_ﬂl the
original estimate was about 25,000, It Is from
designs by J. G, Batterson, of Hartford, Conn.,
who also fornished the clay models of the
statuary, which wore worked out in Rome by
Randolpl Rogers. The superstructure is sixty
feet high, congisting of a massive  pedestal,
twenty-five feet square at the base, and the die and
cap erowned with o three-quarter globe,en which
stands a colossal stalue of the Genius of Liberty.
In ber right band s held the vietor's wreath of
Inurel, and  clnsplog with the left a sheathed
sword., Projecting from the angles of the pedes-
tal are four buttresses, supporting the same
number of allegorieal statues, representing
War. History, Peace, and Plenty. War is per-
sonlfled by an American soldier, who, resting
from the conflict, relates to History the story of
the battle the monnment ecommemorates, while
History,with stylus and wablet, is chiselled as re-
cording the nchievements of the fleld. Peace e
symbolized by o statue of the Ameriean me-
chanie, with the accessories of o cor-wheel, ham-
mer, and chizel, whils Plenty Is represonted by a
female figure,with n sheu{ of wheat and fruits,
as cmblematie of pesce and abupdance, a8 the
soldier's crowning triumph. The buttresses on
which these stalues—which are all colossal—are
seted, have the sides ornamented with
rellefs in unison with the ldea embodied in the
stutue. The upper die and eap of the monu-
mant are circular, and on the die is8 a cirelet of
bronze stars made up of one for ench State hav-
ing deand In the cemetery. The eornlee and
plinth above the maln die of the pedestal nre
octagonal and heavily moulded, and on the
plinth re#ts an octagonal mounlded base, bearing
upon its face the national arms in high relief.
The panel of the main die, on the west side be-
tween the statues, has engraved on 16—

GETTYSPURG,
July 1, 2, 8,
1863,
While the corresponding panel on the dpposite
side has the followlng from Lincoln's dedicatory
nddress: “It Is for us, the living, rather to he
dedicnted here to the nnfinished work that they
have thus far 80 nobly earrled on. 1t is rather
for us 10 be here dedleated to the great sk
remaining before us—that from these honored
dead we take Increased devotion Lo the couse
for which they here gave the last tull mensore
of devotion—that we here highly recolve that
the dend shall not have died in vain: thae the
natlon shall, under God, have a new birth of
freedom, and that the Government of the peaple,
by the people, and for the peoaple, shull not
perish from the eurth."—Lincoiy, November 19,

The French Cable Something Wrong The
y Wire Cut.
By Atlantic Cable.

Loxnox, July 1,—The papers of thig eity pub-
lith the following intelligence to-day:—The fol-
lowing despatches have been received from Cap-
taln Sherrard Osborn, who is at the shore end
of the new French cable near Brest: —

“Bresr, June 50.—This mornlog at 9 o'cloek,
Greenwich time, the Great Eastern telegraphed
o ue: ‘We are golog to cut cable and buoy.’
This has eovidently been done, for no sigonls
have passed sluce, a careful watch belng kept
for thelr renewal.

“The first sign of romething being wrong In
the electrical condition of the eable ocourred
early this morning, but nothing of & definite
character untll the above message reached us.
We bad a very long message ot 1150, Greesuwich
time, last night, from the Great Eastérn, nt
which time the slgnals were reported by Mr.
May to be most perfeci. I seeno reason for the
elightest alurm at what the Gréat Eastorn s
doing. The trouble is evidently from the re-
slétance of the gutia percha. It  wos
reported last night that “w slizht
fault of the 25th was improving., Mr. Moy agroes
with me In thinking that they bave buoyed the
eable in shoal water, and are returning to remove
the fault, The delay Is the only Inconvanlenge.’
